At Ave p. m. the New South Wales 
coast, whither we are bound, enine In 
sight, and with much satisfaction we 
steamed through the Heads Into the 
beautiful harbor of Sydney, where, 
dlreclly afterwnrds the government 
steam yacht, kindly lent for the oe- 
cuslou, took ns off to Jlnuly, and about 
o'clock we reached the Home of 
Rest, which was exactly the place 1 
needed.

BEAUTIFUL MANLY. 

Saturday, Stli. 
Manlv, my readers must know, Is a 
small town, but a growing pleasure 
resorl, situated in a lovely corner of 
the bav, some twelve miles distant- 
from the rleh nnd thriving city of 
Sydney. About three miles from this 
township we have an estate, which, 
for beauty of situation, and -wealth of 
promise In usefulness, it Is difficult to 
imagine, and still more dinicult to sur- 
pass lu all our remarkable Social oper- 
ations In any part of the world. It 
hns been described In the War Cry 
before. It consists of 1,200 acres, 
llauked by beautifully-wooded hills, 
running along the coast of the open 
sea for three or four miles. Amongst 
the lnnd In the foreground are a. num- 
ber of swamps, which, when well 
cleared, -will grow almost anything 
that ean be desired, suitable to Ihc 
climate. There Is a large lake, called 
n lagoon, because, -while consisting or 
fresh water, it has a connection with 
the sea. Tills piece of water abounds 
lu fish, nnd Is the homo of the black 
-v.-an, IickIucs oilier iially„ ;,ii«i„. 

By the report of the experts, there 
Is on the estate a mountain of rich 
Iron ore, and an incxuniistlble deposit 
of tlic Hest clay for term cotta, tiles, 
bricks, and suitable purposes In the 
colony. The latter properties may not 
be of tniicb Immedlnte service to us in 
our reclamation work, but there is no 
rmeslloii ns to what onn be done with 
the land wlion got Into workable con- 
dition. Of Hint there Is ungalnsnyablc 
evidence before my eyes In the splen- 
did crops that were growing on the 
soil that had nlrendy bean got under 
cultivation. 

The whole eslnte was given to the 
Army some yenrs ngo, on onr payment 
of an annuity, by nn aged snlnt. who 
hud the desire that lier property should 
be turned to good account, after her 
death, nnd who thought that the Army 



wus the most likely agency for earry- 
lug out her wishes. Commissioner 
Coombs at once coniineueed operations, 
built the house In which I spent the 
quiet night, while the Coniuiandnnt 
has. with energy nnd ability, pushed 
forward the Improvements and exteu- 
sious that I inspected. The change 
Hint has taken place since my hist 
visit Is truly remarkable. 1 should say 
that at present the place is utilized for 
turnlshlug employment for the out-of- 
work men of our Sydney Shelter. 

AT SYDNEY. 

At D p.m. we left for Sydney. A re- 
ception and murcli followed. 

At 1:40, soldiers' meeting lu the Cen- 
tenary Hull. There must have beeu 
l,S0O or 2,000 present, uud a more 
enthusiastic, promising body of sol- 
diers It hns seldom been my delight 
to address. Still, physically aud ment- 
ally, uud lu every way, 1 wus under 
the mark. 

Sunday, Uth, 

I was ou the platform of the Town 
Hall by 11 o'clock, and the magnitude 
ot the seven meetings 1 bud to go 
through lu it came before me with 
such vividness that I don't know that, 
sluce that two days' work I did In the 
Melbourne Exhibition seven yenrs ago, 
1 ever shrank as much from the phy- 
sleal strain Involved In the task be- 
fore me In my life. However, I had 
the promise, "As thy days, so shall 
thy strength be," nud 1 weut forward. 

The Syduey Town Hall bus a fame 
quite its own, reaching far beyond the 
bounds of the clly, of which it Is one 
of the chief oruameuts. The bulldlug, 
takcu as a whole. Is a. massive struc- 
ture, a little overdone, I should soy, 
with oruaiueut, both outside uud iu, 
but nothing can detract from Ihe ef- 
fect of its splendid boldness, aud 
when the great hall Is crowded, as it 
was our lot to have it again aud agalu, 
It presents one of the most Imposing 
sights of its kind to be found lu any 
towu or city of the world. 

I talked with much dltliculty to my- 
self In the moruiug, but my comrades 
did not see It Iu the afternoon (he 
great building was gorged, uud at 
night hundreds— some say thousands- 
were turned away. It was n mighty 
dav. I don't think the results can be 
estimated by the 100 nt the penitent 
form. I may he mistaken, but my 
own impression is that everybody in 
the building was more or less con- 
victed of the truth of whal was spok- 
en, If not satisfied that they ought nt 
once lo lake ihc course recommeuded.

Monday, 10th. 

Commenced rather gloomily, In (lie 
early hours of the morning, with a 
relapse of the same trouble from 
v. hicb I recently suffered nt Adelaide. 
The three meetings In the town stnretl 
me In the face. What was to lie done? 
Then, It was ray birthday, aud al- 
though its celebration had been post- 
poned till the following night, I still 
wanted something to happen that 
would in some degree meet the expect- 
at Ions with which the day was So 
widely regarded. 

God was again good to me, and as 
] r o'clock approached I was sufficiently 
belter to travel to the hall, and by 
hitlultc mercy I got through the three 
engagements. The results were re- 
markable, una at tue close we rejoiced 
with joy unspeakable. 

Taking the actual Sydney cnmpnign. 
it showed 370 at the penitent form, of 
whom about 200 were ror salvation.

Alornlng, officers* meeting, and nt 
night the celebration of my birthday.

Wednesday, 12th. 

At 10 a.m., officers* meetiug. The 
officers here impress me, In oue respect 
ut least, much us they do wherever 1 
come, aud that is, they are willing and 
capable, requiring more conildenee in 
themselves, aud more desperate eueryy 
iu pushing the war forward. Oh, t 
felt, an 1 looked over me SOU onicers 
Who faced me lu the Masonic Hull 
that day, IT they could but be broiigtu 
iuto the lull freedom uud determina- 
tion of the Holy Ghost, they would 
shake not only New South Wales, but 
the whole of Australia. I think they 
made a step or two forwurd in this 
direction. 

The Premier wus so presslug ut the 
close or the previous night's meeting 
that 1 should spend un hour or so witn 
him ut the Treasury to-dny, that I 
could not lefuse, although I knew that 
1 hud three officers' meetings, uoue ot 
which I wus willing to relluqulsb. Ac- 
cordiugly, at 1 o'clock, accompanied 
by the Commaudout and Commissioner 
Pollnrd, I wus the guest of the Cabinet 
to luueheou. With the exception of 
Sir George Dlhhs uud tue American 
Consul, the party was counued to the 
Ministers, of whom the whole of the 
Cabinet were present. Wu hiid.it picas- 
uut aud, I hope, a prouuiuie conver- 
sation, respecting the work of ihe 
Army in its bearing upon the respoa- 
slbllliies of governments with respect 
to the submerged classes. At thu 
close I spoke on the subject. Again 
ussiirauees were given ns to the will- 
ingness of the Government to reucer 
our Social operations all the assistance 
wlthlu its power. I counted the en- 
thusiasm of the night before, and the 
respect shown me ou this occasion, 
as u high tribute not only lo the Social 
Work or the Army round the world hi 
general, but to that lu Australia m 
particular.

Sly quarters, Tor convenience 1 sake, 
are lu the People's Palace. This build- 
ing was erected Tor u hotel a few 
years ago, at a cost or sonic £550,000. 
Unfortunately for the proprietors, !i 
proved a failure, lying comparatively 
useless for a loug time. Six mouths 
ugo It was rented by the Coiuumtiduut, 
and turned Into a monster Shuller and 
People's Hotel, uud hns so far proved 
tt complete success. Each bed Is oc- 
cupied every ulgbt. ns many ns MO 
sleeping in the place. 

During the recent Congress it has 
been or Imuicusc service to the soldiers 
who have come lu from 1he country 
for the meetings. They have been de- 
lighted to be so conveniently and eco- 
nomically lodged together with com- ■ 
rades from alt pnrts of the colony. 
They have thus not only been at home 
In the meetings, but out of them. As 
I have looked at the great structure, 
towering above the surrounding build- 
ings, nud have gone lit and out with 
the dear old uniform in every room. I 
have felt as though we were gradually 
couilug nearer the usage or the Jewish 
people, who, In the ancient times, 
usually went up to Jerusalem to unite 
together In the worship or God.

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PREMIER REID'S EULOGY OF THE GENERAL 




A Magnificent Affair. 



HE clock has struck 
twenty-four to-ulght. That 
meeting enn't be bcutcn !" 
Such was tho comment of 
no less . an authority 
than Colouel Lnwley, 
whose absolute famlllnrlty with co- 
lossal crowds makes him no mean 
Judge. We nre Inclined to agree with 
lilnj, nud so we think would everyone 
of the colossal crowd which wedged 
itself into every Inch of available 
space in that prince of public build- 
ings— the Sydney Town Hall. It was 
a magnificent triumph, and one of tins 
most overwhelming tributes to tlie life- 
work and person of our beloved Gen- 
eral that it Is possible to gather in any 
earthly assemblage. If ever we felt 
proud of the General, it was when he 
stood forth before that cheering, en- 
thusiastic crowd of nearly O,0uu per- 
sons, the object of as much love and 
reverence ns any man who over stood 
inside these historic walls. 

By his side stood three gentlemen 
who represent In themselves all that is 
highest in tho political, Judicial and 
civil life of the community. We reler 
to the Premier, the Hon. G. H, Held, Sir 
Frederick Darley. Chief Justice nnd 
Acting-Governor, and Ills Worship the 
Mayor of Sydney, with whom was Ibe 
ijRdy Mayoress. There were also pres- 
ent a whole row of other gentlemen, 
representing nil that is best in the 
complex life of the great city; In Tact, 
it was hard to say who was not 
present. It was certainly the most 
representative audience the Army has 
ever had in the colonies. 

The huge crowd, it mny lie ndded, 
had nil pnld for admission, and quite 
one-half had purchased reserved scat 
tickets. The building wns prnctically 
full one hour 1 before tlie commence- 
ment of the meeting, nud when the 
stately figure of Sir Frederick Darley 
was seeu, In company with the Gen- 
eral and lils Immediate stair, there was 
a terrific ouihursi of cheering, which 
lasted some minutes. 

The Commandant's Address, 

The Commandant then read a con- 
gratulatory address, embodying the 
good love nnd wishes of the Austral- 
asian officers and soldiery, mid from 
which we quote tlie following ex- 
tracts : 

" Beloved and Honored General,— 
How happy nre we— your Australasian 
officers and troops— at being favored 
with tlie opportunity of greeting you 
on this the occasion or your seventieth 
birthday. Aud how eagerly nnd 
whole-hetirtcdly we wlsii you ninny 
Imppy returns of tlio memorable day 
in which God sent you to minister to 
the suffering sons and daughters of 
the world. No words from us, dear 
General, are needed to assure yon of 
our affectionate admiration, yet we 
should think ourselves wanting in the 
sentiments of true followers did we 
allow such an occasion to pass without 
some expression of our hearts' truest 
feeUugH. or without it re-pledglng of 
our faith and our word. As we look, 
dear General, upon your beloved form, 
still so vigorous beneath its weight of 
years— as we glnnco upon your father- 
ly ffif^, (tin more pror-ioiiM iHv-nusn nf 
tlio furrows trnced upon it by a life- 
time of endeavour— ns our eyes rest 
upon the devoted head whose linlrs 
have tinned silver lu the service of 
mankind— aud as wo listen to tlie voice 
which, although uplifed for fifty years, 
has lost none of its power to inspire— 
we nre sure that heaven, and earth, 
nnd even hell will understand some- 
thing of the Godly pride we feel con- 
cerning you, our noble ! our courage- 
ous 1 1 our only General I ! I" 

"On such nu occasion as this we feel 
It our privilege and duty to speak for 
a larger company than tlie happy 
troops who follow your lend under the 
Southern Cross. Your seventieth 
lilrtlidny is an event of world-wide in- 
terest. 

"From the uttermost parts of the 
onrtli hearts turn townrds you to-day 
In loving animation. From the frozen 



north, where your fur-clad warriors 
tell tho story of tho Cross to the dig- 
gers of Hie Klondike. From the sons 
of the sen. who nail the colors to the 
mnst among the ice-bound fishing 
fleets of Lapland and Labrador; from 
your dusky warriors, who, beneath the 
burning sun of the tropics, preach 
Christ to the great hen then natlous of 
fhc world; from the loynl legions who 
march through every town nnd city of 
the old land we love to call our home; 
from the enterprising and ever-Increas- 
ing hosts who fight nt your bidding 
bencnth the star-spangled banner of 
the United States; from the sturdy 
sons and daughters of the Canadian 
Dominion, who have so proved their 
ildellty to your person nnd your prin- 
ciples; from the rising army who de- 
light to honor your name in the father- 
land of the German Empire; from the 
young converts wrested from infidelity 
In the proud Republic of beautiful 
France; from your singing battalions 
In fair Switzerland, who fill the Alpine 
gorges with the echoes of tbeir song ; 
and from the whole-souled regiments 
of Senndlntivin, where your unme Is 
revered from the slum to the throne. 
From nil these, and from many more 
besides, there comes a birthday tri- 
bute of praise to God for the purpose 
of your heart, the vigor of your spirit, 
the consecration of your talents, the 
magnificent results of your toll lu tho 
service of God and man, 

"Beloved General, the best blessings 
of a great people are upon you, aud 
tho prayers of a spiritual empire are 
ascending to God for the continuance 
of your life and lnbor. And now what 
cati wo do better to commemornte this, 
your birthday, thnu to re-present our- 
selves as obedient soldiers, to still 
further follow you hi the ftillllment of 
those great purposes upon wnleh yon 
have set your soul. Take then, dear 
Genernl, ns your birthday gift, ncit 
the things of earthly substance, which 
we do not possess, but the living hearts 
and hands which, for Christ's service, 
we now offer yon. They are yours, to 
love, to trust, nud to obey. And 
through the dark hours of conflict, 
which are certain to be your lot In 
tlio remaining days of your pilgrimage 
ou earth, let the romembrnnce of these 
consecrated hearts— their fervent de- 
votlou, their unfeigned nlTnctloii, their 
uttermost support cheer your spirit, 
till we meet on the eternal shore to 
share the everlasting rewards of tne 
victories which together we shnll have 
won through the Hlood of the Lamb." 

The Commandant then commenced 
to read selected messages from a pile 
of letters nnd cables received from 
men in every walk of life, including 
those from Premiers Itcld and Seddon, 
the Governor of Victoria, aud many 
other gentlemen high in the estimation 
of their fellow-countrymen. Every 
message was cheered, but more espec- 
ially (hose of Premiers field nnd Sed- 
doii and Lord Brnssey. 

When at lust the Commandant's 
piensaut duty wns ended, nud the Gen- 
eral's tnll, commanding form was seen, 
fhc vast crowd almost ienped from 
thnlr seats. Tlie cheering was deafen- 
ing— "frnutlo," the Telegraph called It, 
Perhaps the frantic part of it 
enme from the reporters pres- 
ent, who nearly filled three 
Initios themselves ! When the 
cheering subsided, tlie glorious old vet- 
eran, who wns powerfully moved by 
tiiis marvellous outburst of affection, 
began a speech which wns a master- 
piece of oratory. The General excelled 
himself, and moved bis hcurcrs to 
tears or to Inughter nt will, even some 
of the very statesmen near him being 
moved to tenrs. 

The General's Speech, 

The Genernl asked what he could 
Hay in response to the sentiments ex- 
pressed mul the sympathy accorded, 
and so hcnrllly endorsed by the great 
assembly, He could only repeat what 
he had often said before, that it was 
till undeserved, aud humbled blin to 
the dust, nnd made it dllUcnlt for him 
to spenk of the things to wliloh refer- 
ence had been ninde. And yet lie 
thought that the results of a mnn's 
life could not but be encouraging to 



him In the dnrk moments, and prove 
a stimulus- lo further effort. (Ap- 
plnuse.) He took the generous ex- 
pressions of sympathy as intended not 
so in neb for himself personally as for 
tlie work aud the workers associated 
with him. Viewed from that stand- 
point he would not be considered 
boastful If he snld they deserved what 
had beeu said. (Applause.) Tlie Sal- 
vation Army deserved well of the peo- 
ple among whom its flag had been 
unfurled. ITc nsked his audience to 
Judge them. They wore willing to be 
Judged— they had uot shrunk from the 
closest investigation— but he asked 
that they might be judged according 
to tlie'work they lmd done, and not by 
thnt changeful judge— public opinion. 
(Applnuse.) By the grace of God the 
Salvation Army has been able to climb 
up aud occupy ouc of the highest 
niches In the realm of Christian phil- 
anthropy. The Salvationists believed 
In themselves. They believed lu their 
lenders and ill their tiencrnl. The 
Army wns sound ou the old fnltii. (Ap- 
plnuse.) She had not wobbled— (laugh- 
ter)— and lie saw no signs of her dolug 
so. Salvationists believed iu the Great 
White Throne, In the unending Joys of 
heaven, and the pains of hell. They 
did not ask for judgment, however, on 
the ground of their orthodoxy. Some 
of the biggest scoundrels had been as 
orthodox as the devil blmsclf. (Laugh- 
ter.) In short, lie asked them to Judge 
the Army by the work actually done 
for poor, Allien humanity. Ho was 
not trying to set forth that the Salva- 
tion Army was a perfect organization, 
or a success lu every part. That 
would be impossible. Yet, viewing 
their operations ns a whole, he thought 
they had moved forward successfully. 
'Applause.) 

The Genernl concluded by appealing 
to nil present to a consecration of 
their lives to the saving of mankind. 

The Premier's Address, 

The Premier, Mr. G. H. Held, who 
had eutered the building amidst much 
cheering during the early part of the 
Geuernl's speech, was uow called upon 
by Sir F. Darley to move n vote of 
thauks to the Geueral. When the right 
lion, gentleman rose to his feet lie was 
loudly cheered. He said that among 
the privileges or the high office be held 
ho valued none more than the honor 
that had been conferred upon him by 
file request that he should propose :i 
vote of thanks to General Booth for 
his magnificent address. He was glad 
to see in flic chair u man who hnd 
tilled, nnd at present filled, tlie two 
highest offices of this country witn 
unsurpassed nobility of character and 
purpose. lie saw many iutlncutlnl 
indies and geutlcmcn nrouna hliu, nnd 
he was sure they never hnd n better 
reason Tor assembling than that which 
actuated them lu that meeting to 
honor the Gnuid Old Man who had 
addressed them. (Loud applnuse.) It 
nlmost passed belief that one who was 
eelebratlug that uight Ids seventieth 
birthday should hnvo been gifted with 
strength enough of brain aud strength 
enough of body to go through the 
marvellous ordenl which he was go- 
ing through by his scries of addresses 
In that hall. Who could help feeling, 
ns he had followed tlie Intense fire, ns 
lie appreclntcd the burning devotion 
which had animated that illustrious 
life— who could help feeling that, glor- 
ious ns the rising sun might be. there 
was no more glorious sunshine in this 
world than Hint which rested upon his 
houorcd bend. (Loud clieerlnc.) Be 
hnd, nt intervals during his life, been 
privileged to hear men or eminence 
lecture upon various great schemes— 
he had henrd men of great ability des- 
cribe nil the glorious teaching of tlie 
gospel of humanity, but that night lie 
had seen before him ft man who wield- 
ed nn enormous power over thousands 
nnd tens of thousands iu nil the coun- 
tries of tlie world, who hnd not come 
to this power by the nccldcnt of blrtn. 
yet who, ns the head of Hint Army 
that stretches Its linnds over all the 
countries of the worlrt, wns u most 
wonderful monument of human energy 
nnd genius nud human usefulness, 
which, while grasping like a giant nt 
the Impulses which ninde for the high- 
er growth of bumnnlty, had never 
brought upon mnnklnd a single deed of 
wrong, a single act of oppression, or 
a single tear of suffering. (Applause.) 



In that great movement which Gen- 
eral Booth had started, they saw one 
of the brightest developments of mod- 
ern life, which, nftcr all, derived Its 
greatest glory from tlie fnet that it wnB 
bringing humanity bnek to tlie grand 
primal cause of nil human love, of all 
human charity. The people of nil na- 
tions owed u profouud debt to this man 
and to those who were associated 
with him. And In their work they 
had brought luto their great Army the 
better part of humanity, noble and 
unSi'lflsh women. (Loud applause.) 
Humanity would be elevated when 
men aud women, lmiid to baud, nnd 
heart to heart, worked together on 
terms of perfect equality. They all 
hoped the Genernl would live long ana 
prosper. They all hoped that when 
he was gone Ills great work would 
still be enrrled on by those he left be- 
hind him. They all felt this, that 
when the old warrior had laid down 
his noble battle, when he censed to 
work for the good of bis fellow-men, 
he would have done more tor his 
species, more Tor the elevation of man- 
kind In all the countries, thnu many 
who wore prouder titles. (Great cheer- 
ing.) 

Tlie veteran nx-Fremler, Sir Geo. 
Dlbbs, was called upon to second tlie 
imitlou. When he rose amidst hearty 
cheering lo do so, it was manifest that 
the flue old fighter bad beeu powerful- 
ly Influenced by the General's great 
speech. He said he was pleased to do 
honor to tlie man who, lu Ills (Sir 
George's) humble opinion, wns the 
innn of the century. (Applnuse.) He 
had been a witness to much of the 
good the Salvation Army hud done. 
General Booth had delivered that 
uigbt oue of the most remarkable ad- 
dresses he had heard In his life, nnd 
be thanked God that he had had tue 
opportunity of bearing it, though he 
had chosen between coming there and 
going to hear "Othello." (Cheers.) 
The General had not killed thousands 
on the battlefield, but he bad saved 
hundreds of thousands from wretched- 
ness and also saved their souls. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The motion was carried amid rounds 
of cheering. 

The General briefly, but gratefully, 
acknowledged the vote passed so un- 
animously, and moved, seconded, and 
caused to be carried by a forest of 
hands a vote of thanks to Ills Excel- 
lency the Lieutenant-Governor, 

The Commandant closed with the 
benediction the most overwhelmingly 
triumphant gathering tlie Army has 
ever held under the Southern Cross. 



The General Meets Premier Reid 

A MINISTERIAL BANQUET GIVEN 
IN HIS HONOR. 

Some iden of the marvellous Influ- 
ence of tlie Tuesdny night meeting 
hold In the Sydney Town Hall, on the 
oecnsion of tlie General's birthday, 
miiv be gathered from the following 
Incident. Immediately after the elose 
of the great meeting, the Hon. G. H. 
lteid went Into the Geueral's private 
room und invited him to luncheon 
noU day with himself and the mem- 
bers of tlie New South Wales Cabinet. 
Of course the Geueral accepted the 
Invitation, aud nttendod nt the Colon- 
ial Secretary's otHee, where an excel- 
lent repast was provided. 

After the luncheon, during which the 
General conversed with Premier Kola 
on various Army and Socinl topics, the 
General, nt the iuvltntiou of tlie Pre- 
mier, gave n descrlpthe account or 
the work in nil lands, which was lis- 
tened to with every sign of profound 
and respectful attention. 

At Its conclusion, ttic Commandant, 
In a few well-elioseu scutences, thank- 
ed the Premier for the opportunity 
thus afforded the General of giving In- 
formation to the influential guests 
present concerning the work of the 
Army. 

The Hon, the Premier, lu replying, 
said that he bad listened to the Gen- 
eral's speech with great pleasure, lie 
was convinced that no one could liave 
made the speech that tne Genernl did 
on the previous eveulng, except ho 
had possessed power from on high. 

The Genernl, It may be added, has 
by his strong personality, made a deep 
Impression upon all classes during the 
Sydney campaign, und there is uo 
reason to doubt that the Army's posi- 
tion hns been permanently strength- 
ened among those upun whom has 
lieeu plnceri the rcs|>onslbllIty for gov- 
erning the people of New South Wales. 
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Tbe Soldier's 
first Duty. 

(To our frontispiece.) 

WHAT Is ft soldier's first duty ? 
"1 know," somebody (mowers, 
"It Is courage, dash, bravery, 
recklessness, desperation auil nuibltlon. 
It must be, lor vvc tnlk of the heroic 
deeds of the soldier, wc sing about the 
bravery of the old knights, our poets 
hnvc composed balluds and drninns on 
the accomplishments of dnsh nnd dar- 
ing, and the newspapers report under 
biff scurehends the desperate doings of 
courageous soldiers." 

While admitting that courage la one 
of the finest qualifications of a soldier 
nnd the most conspicuous attribute, 
yet we assert that the first DUTY of n 
soldier Is Obedience. 

A company of soldiers, obedient to 
tliolr captain, will accomplish more as 
a whole, tbnn two companies of dis- 
obedient, although brnvo soldiers. 

Bravery has tbe charm of the ex- 
ercise of one's own free will, as well 
as uttmctliig the admiration of men ; 
obedience Is a constant resigning of 
one's own choice to Hie eoiumnud of 
the leader of the whole, nnd Is, there- 
fore, not a pleasant tiling to Self, 
neither does a dutiful obedience com- 
innnd the admiration of the crowd. 

The universe Is fonuded upon obedi- 
ence ; without It tbe whole creation 
would fall to pieces. But the Inws of 
God nre Implicitly obeyed by whirling 
worlds and the smallest dew-drop. 
.Man only, Imvlng a free will, enn and 
docs disobey, to the destruction of his 
happiness nnd hope. 

Disobedience turned augcls into 
fiends, robbed mankind of Paradise, 
nnd nailed the Son of God to the 
cross. Disobedience deluged the earth, 
scut the plagues into Egypt, made 
Snul n suicide, dethroned Dnvld, turn- 
ed Nebuchadnezzar Into a beast, nnd 
scattered the Israelites to the 
Tour winds, making the choficn people 
of God a people without nationality. 

"To obev Is better tlinii sacrifice, - ' 
It is written In the Hook of books, al- 
though to sacrifice appears greater 
than to obey In geucrnl. At nil ages 
peoule have been very ready to ap- 
pease their conscience by occasional 
sncrJltcc, when they never were ready 
to render a conditional obedience. 

The Field Commissioner pills tin- 
truth tersely In the following words. 
"Obedience Is Hie llrsl and last gate 
of a Christian's life." 
• 

Schiller, the great German poet. Il- 
lustrates the beauty nnd Hist place of 
obedience in the Christian's duties. In 
nu excellent poem. "The fight with the 
Dragon," The essence of the story 
runs us follows : 

A young member of nu old Clirfsilnn 
order of knights was eager to render 
some distinguished service to the peo- 
ple. These old knights wore not only 
monks and missionaries In one. but 
had to fight as well against wild hensts 
and hostile tribes to protect the people 
among whom they resided. In tliN 
ense the country hnd been scourged— 
the legend runs— by a monstrous dra- 
gon, who from time to time would 
raid the country, carrying away man 
and cattle. Many a vnllnnt knight 
hnd endeavored to slay the brute, but 
had perished In the attempt, until tbe 
commander of Ihu order had issued 11 
decree forbidding Its members to at- 
tempt, single-handed, combat with the 
dragon. This youth, however, was de- 
termined to try. Securing n furlough, 
he left the cloister and his ancestral 
castle, trained his borne and dogs to 
the combat, having mndc nti Image of 
the monster out of rngn. At Inst be 
attempts the light, conquers nnd kills 
the dragon, nnd brings the enraise 
trailing through the streets. He now 
stands before his Superior, having re- 
counted hie adventure. We give the 
conclusion In the poet's own version ; 

The joyous shouts, so long stippress'd, 
Now burst from ev'ry hearer's brenst. 
Soon as Hie kulght these woidH hnd 

" spoken ; 
And ten times 'gnlnst the high vault 

broken, 
The sound or mingled voices rnng 
Ite-eeholnp buck with hollow clang. 
The Order's sonH demand, In haste. 
That with n crown HIh brow be graced. 



And gratefully in triumph now 
The mob the youth wonltl be:ir it- 
long— 
When, lo ! the Master knit His brow. 
And called for silence 'mongst the 
throng. 

And said, "The dragon that this land 
Laid waste, thou slew'st wilh dining 

hand ; 
Although the people's Idol thou, 
The Order's foe 1 deem thee now. 
Thy breast has to a fiend more bftse 
Than e'en this dragon given place. 
The serpent that, the heart most stings, 
And hatred and destruction brings. 
That spirit Is. which stubborn lies. 

And Impiously easts oh" the rein, 
Despising order's snered ll?s; 

'Tin THAT deslroys the world a- 
mnlii. 

"The Mameluke makes of courage 

boast, 
OlHMlieuec decks the Christian most ; 
For where our great and blessed Lord 
As a mere servant walk'd nbroad. 
Tbe Fnthers, on that holy ground. 
This famous Order ehose to round, 
That nrduous duty to fulllli, 
To overcome one's own self-will ! 
'Twns Idle glory moved thee there : 
So take thee hence from out .My 

sl£ht ! 
For who the Lord's yoke cannot bear. 
To wear His cross rnu hnvc no 

right." 

A furious shout now raise the crowd. 
The place is filled with outcries loud : 
The brethren all for pardon cry : 
The vouth In silence droops his eye— 
Mutely his garments from him throws. 
Kisses the Master's hand, and— goes. 
But He pursues him with His gaze, 
Recalls him lovingly, nnd says : 
"Lot Me embrace thee now, .My son : 
The hnrder fight Is gained by thee. 
Take, then, this cross-the guerdon

Miss Booth Speaks. 

A favorite chorus of the Commission- 
er's. "O the Love Hint Honght me," 
was sung prefatory to Hie address of 
the evening. The very best attention 
wns given throughout the lecture. It 
was not only a mere recount of In- 
cidents to amuse and to arouse sym- 
pathy, but there were Interwoven with 
it continual appeals to personal sac- 
rifice nnd exhortations to the practice 
of those qualities which lessen the mis- 
cry of this world mid foster Hie one 
groat thing which this world stands 
In need of more than ever, love for 
our neighbor: not a sentimental love 
that alrB Itself only In words and Bong, 
but n living power within Hint com- 
pels deeds— a sympathy that DOES. 

Sllss Booth, in vivid language, pic- 
tured to us first her little home In the 
slums, wild Its bnrc floor nnil the 
few pieces of simple, furniture: tier 
big Ijlhiitennnt who was at once tier 
protector and n companion— though it 
seems that protection was never solic- 
ited by the Commissioner; she herself 
has given In her lire Hie illustration 
that "perfect love- casteth out fear," 
Of timid disposition naturally, she dns 
shown. In more than one emergency, a 
courage that could only hnve been 
born or Love Divine, In fnct. Hie one 
text that seemed written across nil the 
stories told in the Massey Hall was 
the one Just quoted. In her lecture 
she took us down into the miserable 
collars In wblch such a large percent- 
age of London's poor are housed, nnd 
led us through (he brilliant confusion 
of London street life at midnight, to

I. -Captain Sparks' Flrtt Solo. , 
I was n very llttlo boy when I first 
started to serve God, and no doubt 
would have continued until now If I 
bad had the privileges that 1he S. A, 
Juniors have at the ' present time. 
Very few people believed In children 
taking nn active part in public meet- 
ings in my young dnys, so I got dis- 
couraged nnd wandered from the fold. 
A few years afterwards the S. A. 
opened Are at my home, and from the 
shirt I felt they were, as some people 
say. "the real tiling."

Ill —Ensign Bogg'fl Aooount 
When I tlvst heard of the S. A. I did 
not have any great desire to hear 
them, but some of my relatives were 
brought, to Christ through its instru- 
mentality, and while visiting them 1 
began to nttelid ilm meetings, one 
Sundav night nil olMw spoke to me 
about accepting Christ. I made some 
remark nhout being ns good as others, 
when the person referred to knelt nenr 
by and prayed for me.

Catherine, Ihc eldest dnughter of the 
Chief of the Staff, Mr. Bramwell 
Ttoolh, together with (wo of her sis- 
ters, takes a deep and practical Inter- 
est In the Navnl and Military league.

fETER. 

By F. It, B. 

There Is no other disciple of our Lord 
whoso faults have been so prominently 
discussed in the Gospels as those of 
Petor, and doubtless many people. 
Judging snpcrflelnlly, have considered 
him n changeable. Impulsive, head- 
strong and cowardly man. That these 
charges nro Insupportable requires 
little more evidence than the state- 
ments contnlncd in Ihe Scriptures. 

HE WAS IMPT1LSIVK— there Is no 
mistnklng about thls-but after all. Is 
impulsiveness n fault? We see so 
much covering over, so much holding 
bnck, so much hypocrisy, thnt when 
we meet a man who Is quick to speak 
out his convictions. It comes rather like 
a refreshing draught to our dull senses 
of ohservntion. Whatever nn impul- 
sive man says or does wc cnn. I think, 
reckon thnt it Is his sincere convic- 
tion, nnd wc need not fear continually 
thnt there is some unknown motive, 
or some bidden reservation In his 
mind. To my mind the. very fact that 
the Bible brings out Peter's inults more 
prominently llinn others, goes to de- 
monstrate that he was a strong char- 
acter much appreciated by Jesus 
Christ. We find all the host characters 
of God's people in tho Bible hnve been 
Ireated in the same way. God has 
most daringly exposed (he sins of 
those TTe has loved best, not so much 
with a view to excuse their sins, and 
to show that it is Impossible to lie 
without Ihern, but more so for our en- 
couragement to give us to understand 
that even His most powerful and 
trusted nrophets were men like 
its, of flesh and Mood, with like pos- 
sibilities to fall: and for onr example, 
that bv their sins and Hie subsequent 
punishment of them, we might profit 
and nvold ihc similar errors. 

Not a Coward. 

TETEIt WAS COURAGEOUS. It 
has been said that lie was a coward, 
but that is certainly a hasty conclu- 
sion. In the first place, when Jesus 
chose Peter as His disciple, we read 
that lie immediately left his ship and 
his father; he did not stop io bring 
up any objections, or advnnee aur rea- 
sons why he should delay, or should 
go home first and see his friends, cle., 
like, some of the other disciples. 

Another Instance. Once, when the 
disciples saw Christ approaching the 
storm-tossed ship, walking on the 
waves, tbev were afraid, until He snld. 
"It is T. bo not afraid." Was It not 
Voter who then said. "Bid ine come to 
Tliee. and I will "? Tills Is another 
evidence of his boldness. When lie 
wns bid by the Saviour to step out 
on tho waves, ho did *n without : hesita- 
tion, and. even though he sank on 
account of distrust, yet, he had shown 
certainly n great deal more courage 
than the remaining apostles. 

Again we sec this courage manifest- 
ed In tho garden. When the disciples 
lied and some only followed from afar. 
Toter stepped boldly forward nnd drew 
his sword In defence of his Lord. Al- 
though not Ihc wish of Christ, it wns 
certainly n manifestation of the cour- 
age of Peter. Then let us remember 
ngnlii the some night, when the others 
were biding In Ihe caves and the fields, 
Peter followed from afar— alas ! It was 
only from afar—yet lie did more than 
the others. Wo must not underesti- 
mate the courage It required for refer 
to follow right up Into the very court 
of the High Priest. It Is n very easy 
thing for ns to cnll iiiin n coward be- 
cause lie followed from aftit nnd de- 
nied his Lord when pressed for a 
declaration, yet who of ns would have 
done as much ns Pol or If we worn 
pinccil In like circumstances ? How 
many ? He was only human; he wns- 
In Imminent danger of torture and Im- 
prisonment; so far everything seemed 
lost; everybody seemed to have for- 
saken Jesus Christ; the resurrection 
has not yet taken place; It was an 
eiioriiifliiH peril ho went Into, yet, be 
dared It, and, I say again, Peter wns 
more courageous thnn other disciples, 
but his courage wus uualdcd, human 
courage only. 

N«IUier a Turnout. 

Peter Is licensed of being 
CHANGEABLE. He certainly acted 
very suspiciously under pressure, but. 
as we said before, ho did so simply 
because he recklessly placed himself 
in positions where he had to change 
or suffer beyoud human endurance. 



We do not excuse Ids flinching on 
tli060 occasions, but wo say there nre 
ninny people who are never change- 
able simply because they never ven- 
ture ; they nro nlwnys dead certain 
their efforts are going to be successful, 
nnd if they nre not quite sure about It, 
they do not attempt. This Is so with the 
great majority; it is the average niiin. 
the inntter of faot mnn: lie does not 
require nny faith, or trust, or goodness, 
or enterprise, or courage; anyone can 
do what he does. But the man who 
risks, who dares, who irusts, who 
throws ail the energies of his soul into 
the one thing which he thinks is the 
right thing to do. of course, 
he will meet with difficulties; he may 
linvc over-estimated his strength nnd 
courage sometimes, and circumstances 
mny force him to ehain-e, but on Ihe 
Whole he will Accomplish nioi-e for 
God, lie will lenrn more from his fail- 
ures, and Ihe world will gain more 
good rrom his mistakes than they will 
from the successes of the average man. 
I mean lasting good, that Improves 
character and purifies the soul. 

Thou, the word changeable is very 
elnstlc and Is off en very glibly used 
by people when Ihey cannot explain 
anything, and is a favorite phrase of 
fhose who wish to belittle others. 
Some people consider that to be con- 
sistent, one must stick to the one opin- 
ion and the one course through life, 
oven If one becomes convinced that 
one Is wrong, and that Ids opinion is 
damaging to others. Such a eoui'se. 
sfrfctly speaking. Is not consistent with 
right, but Is very Inconsistent. Change 
of views and opinions within certain 
limits Is as necessary to (lie health of 
the mind as a change of clnlhlng Is lo 
the body. Wc should hold an opinion 
only as long ns wo are convinced It Ik 
correct nnd consistent Willi Hie de- 
mands of God. As long as we are 
convinced of Ibis we must bold it. lint 
the moment el renin stances or experi- 
ences teach us otherwise It Is consist- 
ent that we should uccepl such mod- 
ifications hi order to grow ami devel. 
op. It Is only In this \v.\y Unit Hie 
development of mind and strengthen- 
ing of character Is possible. This can- 
not be called chniigeableness. for such 
is an entirely different thing, it is a 
casting away of convictions and prin- 
ciples, for clmiigeabloncss advises any 
course and any opinions which suit 
the fancy or personal advantage, ami 
In such a sense Peter wns never 
ohnngonblc. 

In conclusion, we must judge Peter 
as Jesns Himself Judged him. "Upon 
this rock will I build .My church." the 
Master said. Nut the learned rnul. 
not even the loving John, the disciple 
of His bosom, but Peter was chosen as 
tiie rock. Peter was the General thai 
coinmnndcd tbc first corps of Salva- 
tionists at Jerusalem; Peter kept tile 
small crowd of hunted disciples to- 
gether. Peter pleached In the lhsi 
opcn-nlr, when 'such a tremendous 
number wore added to the Holl Call. 
Peter stood like an immovable rock 
after tho Pentecostal Baptism, when 
the Holy Spirit had lired every fibre 
of his body, soul and spirit upon the 
great tlicmc of Christ's life, the Sal- 
vation of Men. 

Let us lenrn the lessons of Pcler's 
lire, and, like him. lie Impetuous m 
pushing the war against sin and in 
declaring our love for lllm Who has 
llrst loved us. and avoid his mistakes : 
viz.. boasting in our own strength, and 
lean only on (ho strong arm of ,le- 
liovnh.

The 
Governor (hen ipioled uiigiiinsnyahio 
statistics, showing Hint hi I8S7 mid 
1SSS there were 832 women mid -in 
girls committed to the Iliimlllon .Tall. 
In 1SD7 mid 1S!>8 there were but 13(1 
women nnd 23 girls. For this he had 
been looking mound for enuses, mid 
attributes It to the faithful work done 
by the Army and other like, workers.

. CHAPTER IV. 

Dear Sir, In my duty as a shepherd, 
I think I have mentioned before Hint 
from the middle of Mny till the middle 
of October, 1 am troubled very mueli 
with the maggots in the sheep's skins. 
This Is owing to the nasty, yokey old 
wool the sheep has on their hacks, 
which stinks. The flies smelt it, anil 
so they lay their eggs in those places, 
mid in n few hours these eggs arc 
turned Into maggots, and If these are 
not destroyed, in three days the sheep 
is eaten to death.

Then comes the sheep-washing, which 
Is n very tiresome work for the poor 
shepherd, as he has to be up very early 
lu tho morning to get nil the sheep to 
the wash-pond by the time that the 
other men come to work, or by the 
time that they are ready to commence 
washing. 

Would to God that all human sheep 
were willing to he washed in the prec- 
ious Blood of Christ ! What rejoicing 
there would be among the angels lu 
Heaven ! 

I may mention that, between the 
wushlug and the shearing, the mng- 
got-fly Is more busy ttiaa at any other 
time; and it Is just the same with the 
huuinn sheep. As soon as the man or 
woman has given Ids or her heart to 
God. the devil attacks tbeui in a dcter- 
mlued manner ; hut as soon as they 
are sheared, or, in other words, ns 
soon as fiiey have consecrated them- 
selves wholly to God, the devil hasn't 
got anywhere to lay his eggs in. In 
other words, as soon as the human 
sheep turns his back on the edge of the 
fold, aud starts off with a determined 
step to the middle of the fold, keeping 
their whole heart and saul stayed upon 
God, that makes the devil scratch his 
head, because that Is the way to give 
him a good thrashing. 

I must pass ou the sheep-shearing, 
which is a very important operation, 
and one thnt Is looked forward to for 
some time by the shepherd, as it takes 
n heavy burden off his mind. Because, 
after the old coat Is taken off, there is, 
as 1 have said before, nowhere for the 
maggot-fly to lay his eggg In. But 
still the shepherd has no chance to 
boast over one victory, because there 
is another battle close at his heels, So 
it mny be with a good Captain of the 
Salvation Army, who, by his loving 
and valiant conduct lu Ids station, has 
won tho parents and brought them out 
of bondage, nnd Into the fold of Christ, 
where the devil has no more power 
over thorn. But then he will sneer and 
sny, "If 1 hove lost you, I will have a 
bnt at your children, and I will work 
In them till I can get you back again!" 

It is much the same with the poor 
shepherd, for ns sure as the sheep nre 
shorn, nnd the lunggot-flles cannot do 
anything with them, they will ntincu 
the lambs, and so he Is worried with 
this trouble in the lambs till the wean- 
ing time. When Hie Iambs are wenueil 
they are dipped Into n lotion of sulphur 
aud nrscnie and other ingredients, that 
these flies do not like, nnd by IIiIm 
menus the shepherd Is freed from IiIh 
trouble for a little while. But no soon- 
er arc tiic lambs all light than Hie 
sheep's wool is grown again, so thnt 
the illes make another attack upon 
them. 

I may mention that there Is a differ- 
ence between ihc human sheep aud 
the natural sheep ns regards shearing, 
Tho natural sheep are only shorn once 
a year, but, thank God, most of the 
human sheep of the Salvntlon Army 
lmvc a shearing time twice n week— 
Friday nights and Sunday mornings— 
when. If there Is u hit of the old wool 
remaining belonging to the devil, the 
(Ireat Shearer Is willing to cut It oft 
If tho sheep is willing to part with It. " 

There are some of the nnturnl flock 
that never get mnggotty nt nil. They 
are those who nre born with pmv 
skins, for when the skin is pure the 
wool that grows through the pure skin 
Is pure also, and these flics will luivc 
nothing tn do with thnt which is pure 
aud sweet. 



CHAPTER V. 

Sometimes 1 have a sheep or a lamb 
thnt I Dnd struck with these flies every 
morning, pel-Imps, for a week. Al- 
though I keep applying the lotion to 
kill them, they find fresh places to lay 
their eggs In, and I say sometimes, "1 
suppose the maggots will pick your 
bones in spite of all my efforts to stop 
them." Still, they have to be followed 
up from day to day, till, bye-and-bye, 
the shepherd gains tho victory, nnd the 
fly leaves that sheep; but not without 
leaving a mark behind that causes him 
a lot of trouble, as, where they keep 
gnawing the sheep's skin tluio after 
time— the lutlon also, that has to be 
applied in order to kill them, being a 
deadly poison— the skin turns rotten, 
and the wool and rotted skin comes off, 
leaving a great sore place, and, this 
being in the Lent of summer, the 
smaller sort of flics pitch 011 It and 
tease the poor sheep fenrmlly. They 
either scratch those sore places or bite 
them, according to where they nre, as 
where it cannot reach to scratch, It 
will gnnw with its teeth, and so It has 
a sore place for months. But it is aot 
only one like this that the shepherd 
has to sec after out of, perhaps, 000 
sheep thnt he has under his care. 
Sometimes he has forty with sore 
plnecs on them that have to he dressed 
every day, besides thirty or forty mng- 
gotty ones that have to he attended to, 
and perhaps forty or llfty lame ones 
to dress. Out of the hundred beasts 
that nre uuder his charge, perhaps 
some hnve broken through the fence 
into another farmer's Held, or perhaps 
Into ills own corn fields; or perhaps 
two or three of the lots of bensts have 
to be moved from field to field, aad 
have to he driven through fields whero 
other beasts nre, and of course this 
ennuot be done without getting them 
mixed together, nnd if so, the shep- 
herd nud his dog have to part them. 

There is one more matter that I 
should like to bring before you with 
regard to my duties, and thnt is a 
vory important one. I have told you 
about the fly striking tho sheep, hut 1 
hnve not fully explained to you how 
very careful the shepherd has to be in 
examining the sheep, because If tlieie 
is one that is over-looked, we will sny 
to-day. that has a bunch of maggois 
In It. that bnncli wilt keep gnawing at 
the skin of the sheep nil night, nud on 
the morrow there will be n great raw 
place. But supposing it Is n careless 
shepherd who is looking after those 
sheep, nnd who will not pay enough 
ntteutlon to them in the morning to 
notice this one, it would, perhaps, be 
missing the next any, as when the 
sheep nre like tills they get away and 
lie down in n ditch or behind a tree 
some where out of sight, and there 
they lie and let themselves be eaten 
to denth. If they nre not missed nnd 
limited no, 

I often think if the shepherds of the 
human flock were half as much in 
earnest for the soul's welfare of tbeir 
Heavenly Master's human sheep, what 
a change there would be through the 
world to-day I In fifteen years" shep- 
herding I have only lost one sheep 
and one lamb from maggois, and lbosc 
I lost in the early days of my experi- 
ence; but it I wore not careful in 
counting and examining my sheep, I 
should lose scores in a year. 

But when I couut them in a field 
nnd miss the one, two, or three, or 
what there may be missing. I set off 
at once to find them. 1 don't lot fhem 
remain until nfter brcuKfast, I may 
hear fresh orders from my master, and 
so those missing sheep may be for- 
gotten and left till the next day In thlH 
state, nnd by thnt time they would 
be so undly entcn thnt If they were 
not dend already they would have io 
be killed. 

The devil is the maggot-fly, nnd he 
knows where the place Is thnt stlllKs 
In the sight of God. As soon ne n 
person is converted to God, ihc devil 
works In n determined manner to find 
where iherc is n little bit of the old 
wool, that he may Iny his eggs In it. 
If, however, the human sheep will 
allow themselves to DC shorn down 
close to the skin, there will be no 
plnce left for the devil, nnd he will 
have to stand off nt a distance nnd 
grind his teeth, because he la complete- 



ly beaten. But with regnrd to the 
shearing of the human flock, (here arc 
so many Unit want to be partly shorn, 
They ure willing to be" shorn where it 
cannot be noticed by tne world; but 
thnt Is where tbey make the mlstjiKe. 
They want left on Just what should be 
cut off, and that Is jusi whore tne 
devil gains the victory, hecausu tliey 
allow themselves to he ruled by hlin. 
We must be willing to be shurn all 
over, and close to the skin, before we 
can enjoy perfect peace lu our souls. 
But there are a great many who are 
afraid of being Iuughed at by the rag- 
ged, mnggotty sheep of the devil's fold. 
But when I was shorn close, two years 
ago. the dear Lord did not leave me 
naked, He clothed me with a robe or 
righteousness, and enabled me to stand 
upon the platform and tell my old 
companions what, for Christ's sake, IIu 
had done for my soul. And, more iliau 
that, not only 011 the platform, but ou 
the farm where I work, though not 
without plenty of persecution, not only 
from my workmates, but from my 
masters and a lot of other gentlemen 
there who were learning farming; and 
who would follow me up and try to 
tease me, either out In the iields, el- 
even wheu I wns In the men's house 
having my dinner, ou purpose io set 
the men ou, ns well ns themselves, to 
try nud upset me. But It was of m> 
use, becnusc I wns souudly saved, aud 
though 1 am watched very closely, 1 
nm kept by the Holy Spirit of Uod, 
and, therefore, the devil has lost his 
power over me.
